"first index" identifying the sub-areas (by their boundaries) into which the area associated with a parcel being divided. Where is this claim 
language found in claim 29? There is nothing reciting that the "first index" identifying the sub-areas (by their boundaries) into which the 
area is associated with a parcel being divided. The "second index" limitation does not recite that each sub-area (one or more) that the 
geographic feature represented by each data record intersects or not requiring that the records be stored in order by sub-area (or cell) and 
not requiring that geographic features be "broken up" so that they are located in only one sub-area (cell). The amendment to claims 24 
and 25 does not place the application in condition for allowance or simplify matters for appeal . 
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
